THEY ASKED ME TO DINNER,

off of the supl:lieu. they said, which [ was
to furnish. fortunately thought to in-
quire if they hwd fuel; they admitted they
had none, and unless thig algo had been
suplpliud the rations would have been
useless, so Isent some wood and went to
the dinner. 'There were black beans,
which had remained in the house from
the siege, rice, coffee and i picee of veal;
all served on rare china and ancient sil-
ver. The children of Mrs. Mayo, four or
five years old, were not permitted to
come to table, but they remadned in the
room, and when they saw that meat was
served they cried for it. Their mother
told me they had seen none for months;
the meat in Richmond went to the sol-
diers. These same childrenof the pettod
heiress I had known, were barefooted;
they had not known a shoe for a year;
there were none o be bought.

While we sat at table, Mrs. Allen, a
neighbor, and one of the most important
personages of the high society o Rich-
mond, who had learned that her friends
were entertaining u “federal officer,”
sentin a contribation to the menu—a
dish of apple fritters, cooked in not very
delectable style. It 7ag the bost «he
couid offcr, fnd snd did ot wish that
Richmond hostesses, even then, should
fail in hospitality—as touching a bit of
southern and gentle pride as I witnessed
during the war, Indeed, no costly enter-
tainment that these same ladies had ever

other times secemed more significapt of
breeding or of dignity thun this, made of
the bitter bread of their conquerors. But
the scanty feast hadd o poouliur savor to we,
for it indicated that the hurshness which
might have naturally lingered 1n those
who bad lost 86 much was sbout to be dis-
wiled; that war and disaster and defeat

ad not erushed out all the old Kindly
feeling, and it scomed to me that if one
Union soldier met with sueh o reception,
others would do the same, and the work
of reconcilintion might go on.

The men in ichmond at this time were
for the most purt very sensible, The
felt that all had been lost, nmd some ’f
doubt not, had long been wishing for the
inevitable end. I often met Judge Camp-
bell, once of the United States supreme
court, hut afterwurd in the confuderate

overnment; the mayor of the city, Mr.
Muayo; Mr. Lyons, the eminent lawyer,
whom all who knew Richmond twenty-
five or thirty years ugo will remember;
and others quite 48 eminent, and I was
able to report their sentiments and opin-
1wns to General (rd, or by letter to Gen-
eral Grant, ns they frequently desived,
After & while the confedernte soldicrs
began to come in, most of them footsore,
from Appomattox,all of course nnarmed,
yet puroled. Some indeed who had not
been captured mnde hnste to surrencer
and avail themselves of the conditions
grazited st the fumous court house.

I recollect uovisit 1 paid to General
Pickett, ns well a8 interviews with other
confederate ollicers.  All were humble
then; all recogmized that the war was
ended; nll wondered whether tlll.*_\' wonld
be allowed to hold property again, They
were grateful indeed for their liberty,
and their lives; none dreamed that ll:u‘y
could ever be eligible to oflice, und if
any had predicted thit
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would be governor of Virginia, under
the union, and Mahoune United States
senntor, he would hnve been thought a
mudman, But they were muanly, not
maudlin; they behaved like men who had
stakod wl nnd lost; and wero ready to
pay the debt of honor.  As for me | was
as anxions then as they, that they shonld

be restored to their old posimon, uod tha

brothersh aving quarrelled and been ree-
onciled, should live together as of old. I
had, of course, no authority to speank for

my superiors, and could npt prediet
their  aetion, but 1 hoped for o
speedy  restoration of  that  condition

of the country under which I had been
born. 'This, of course, made them feel
amiable toward me, and 1 was always
waleome among them.  They had saved
= how cannot magineg—some  very
gooid whisky and made excellent dulvpﬂ
at Mayor Mayo's house, and we talked of
the old times at the White Sulphur
gpringgs, and at Saratogn, when south-
erners ll.1ll’ northerners were part llf one
union, and hoped for them wgzain.

In the midst of ullthis eame the news of

ABRAIIAM LINCOLN'S ASSASSINATION,

It was o terrible shoek, and ot firsg
eould hardly be helieved, I was first told
of it by Coionel Forney, who was visiting

tichmwond at the time.  He came into my
office, having just left General Ord, who
had at that moment received the news,
Of course 1 went at once to Ord’s head-
quarters, for what this might prosage ng
one could tell, It might menn n wide-
spread conspirney; it mght require ex-
traordinary measures of suppression or
even reprisal, and cervtainly of eau-
tion. t put aside, of course,
for days, any further amicable confer-
ences, for each side at once suspected the
other. 'l'he routherners, however, ex-
pressed 50 much horror  and concern,
disclaiming so enrnestly any connivanco
or connection with the act; 1t was so
plain  that 1t wiug  they who
must suffer from the murderous ate
tnck, that in time we who were with the
threw aside our first indignant, l.huug[a
not unnatural suspicions: but of ecours
the effeet lingered at the north:; and even
in Richmond we were obliged to be mora
on our guard, What had happened in
one instance might oceur in another;if
even the president, the great friend and
protector of the south, was murdered b
n supporter of the, not only lesser indis
viduals might be in danger, but

that involved the safuty of a city or an
army were possible. It was too soon af-
ter o tremendous civil war for the catas—
trophe not to leaye terrible traces, I
doubt if the fecling toward the vpart of
the army that was retained at Richmond
and the population, mande up as it was
more and more every day of return ed
confederate soldiers, was ever so genial
after this act of Booth, while any union
troops remained.

One day I heard a noise in the streets,
and ns every disturbance at that time
might have a meaning, I sent to inquir
the caunse. An orderly brought wor
that General Lee and his stalf were re-
turning to their homes, and I went out ta
the sireetto see. 'T'he great chief of the
fallen cause, who had ridden trivmph-:
nntly through these streets alter so many ,
battles, who had so often repelled the.
union army from the feurthen walls _ata
Richmond, was muaera recniviing hia.:
captured capital, himself a paroictrpl_']!-
oner, going to his home by permission
of his enemics: s armies all disbanded
at the bidding of his congueror, not aly
lowed to carry tlagsorarms; he himeels;
wore hig sword and rode his horse becausa
his eaptor had allowed., He was not i
o prison, because the terms he recelved
were generous.  But he had  not lost the
love of those for whom he had fought,
As he rode up the hill und approached
kis nwn door the crowas that had fol-
lowed him clung closer; the cheers were
not vociferous, for they were the ex-
pression of sympathy, not of vietory, but
the people touched his horse and his
hand to nssure him that in disaster and
submission he was

He suppressed their demonstrations
lnat they should provoke the wrath of the
uucmmafnl. for he wus loyal to s parole
as he had been to the cause which wnas
lost. He dismounted, turned and took off
his coufederate cap, bade them good
bye, and Robert K. Lee had entered his
own house a prisoner. ]

1 called on him there on some official
errand, and he reeeived me with dignity
and courtesy, though my presence must
huve reminded him of the fionl seene of,
the war, when he gave up his armies to
Grant; for there too I hud been present.
But hiz room was filled with fresh and
fragrunt flowers, evidently the gifts of,
those who still revered himg; and at this
interview he desired me to request of
General Grant for those of his soldiers
who had been captured before the end
the same terms which had been accorded
at Appomutox. In his cuptivity and his
humihation his anxietics were still for
